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MAKEUP OF THE re slates of 
candidates for state office put together 
by the major political parties contains 
several interesting items. 

For example, Michigan is composed 
of 83 counties, spread from the Ohio and 
Indiana state lines in the south to 
Wisconsin, Minnesota and the Canadian 
shores of Lake Superior in the north. 

Looking at the homes of the 28 candi- 
dates from the two major parties whose 
names will appear on the November 7 
ballot for statewide offices, you'd never 
know it. 

In fact, if you draw an imaginary line 
across southern Michigan from Grand 


- Rapids to Flint, you will find only two 


‘candidates living above that geographi- 
cal barrier. 

* Eight of the 28 candidates call Wayne 
County home (five Democrats, three 
Republicans) which is not surprising 
since Wayne has the largest population 
in Michigan. Oakland County has 


' - five candidates (four Republicans, one 


Democrat), Washtenaw four (two of 
each), Kent three (two Republicans, one 
Democrat) and Ingham three (all 
Democrats). 


Three other southern counties each

Few outstate candidates on statewide ballot 


sends one candidate to the voters - 
Genesee and Macomb (both Democrats) 
and Kalamazoo (Republican). 

The two who reside above the north- 
south divider both are incumbent 
Republican candidates for the Michigan 
State University board of trustees: David 
Porteous lives in Osceola County, and 
Dee Cook’s Montcalm County home is 
only a few miles above the magic line. 
Both are Republicans. 

Also on the November ballot is the 
race for United States senator, The resi- 
dential pattern here is familiar. 
Incumbent Democrat Debby Stabenow 
is from Ingham County, Republican 
challenger Michael Bouchard is from 
Oakland. 

According to an article in The Detroit 
News, Michigan Democrats since 1970 
always have had an African American 
nominee for one of the four top state 
constitutional offices. This year it’s 
Amos Williams of Detroit for attorney 
general. The News article added that the 
only Republican African American can- 
didate tor the 14 offices is Detroiter 
Andrew McLemore for the Wayne State 
University board of governors. 

All incumbents seeking reelection 


were renominated, 
* * *% 

ANOTHER INTERESTING factoid is 
that most candidates for state university 
governing boards live in the cities where 
the universities are located despite the 
fact that taxpayers in all 83 counties pay 
taxes to finance the schools, 

Three of four University of Michigan 
regent candidates live in Ann Arbor; the 
fourth is from Kalamazoo. Three of four 
Wayne State candidates live in Detroit, 
the fourth in neighboring Oakland. The 
two non-hicumbent candidates for the 
MSU board live in East Lansing. 

None of this is important in determin- 
ing who is best qualified for any of these 
jobs, or once elected which ones will 
best serve the state. For outstaters, how- 
ever, it’s an interesting peek at today’s 
political mindset. 

In past years, leaders of both parties 
tried very hard to put together a peo- 
graphical mix on their statewide tickets, 
as well as ethnic representation and gen- 
der balance. 

Only on gender do the 2006 slates 
come close. Republicans nominated 
eight men, six women, and Democrats 
turned the tables with six men and eight 


women, 

If members of either gender were to 
make decisions solely on gender and 
wanted to elect all men or all women, 
there is no combination by which that 
could be done. 

* * * 

HOW IS ALL this going to turn out? 
The top of the ticket — that is, the gover- 
nor’s race — likely will determine what 
happens all the way down the line. 

If Gov. Granholm pulls strong 
statewide support, Democratic candi- 
dates for the various education boards 
likely will be elected, regardless of 
incumbency or challenger status. The 
obverse is true if Republican Dick 
DeVos runs very strongly. Incumbency 
is no protection in these cases; results 
follow the strength of the top of the tick- 
et. If the top race is close, these jobs may 
split between parties without discernible 
pattern. 

Regardless of the governor’s race, 
Republicans Secretary of State Land and 
Attorney General Cox have an edge for 
reelection because of incumbency and 
the attention it has drawn to them for the 
past two years. Neither has committed a 
major goof up, strong enough for voters

to kick them out. But if Democrat 
Granholm runs strongly enough, all bets 
are off. At this point, that doesn’t seem 
likely. 

In the campaign for supreme court, 
present Justices Corrigan and Cavanagh, 
although nominated by opposing parties, 
are virtual locks on reelection. By law, 
each is labeled on the ballot as a sitting 
justice. All other candidates are desig- 
nated only by name. That weeds out all 
voter guess work. Barring cosmic shift 
of some sort, they both will be back. 

All of this, of course, is pure guess- 
work by the Almanack, but it is based 
upon 50 years of following Michigan 
elections. Historical patterns have a 
strong tendency to repeat. 

How about the big one. Who's going 
to be our next governor? 

Today’s experts say it’s too close to 
call. At this point, I agree .... but I will 
add that Gov. Granholm likely will 
return to the front office, and her 
November coattails will be very short 
indeed.

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Remember the Raisin 


Lying cold and wounded near 
Michigan’s River Raisin, more 
than 60 unarmed American sol- 
diers were massacred by allies of 
the British in January of 1813. 
The settlement homes were set 
ablaze and the bodies of the slain 
soldiers were thrown into fires. 
These brutal events near what ts 
now Monroe — galvanized 
American resolve to prevail in 
the War of [812 and led to the 
national rallying cry of 
“Remember the Raisin!” 

The Battles of River Raisin 
began with an initial victory on 
Jan, 18, 1813 in which American 
militiamen overpowered the 
British forces, Four days later, 
the British and their allies 
returned, killing hundreds of 
American — soldiers. The 


:» American forces retreated but 
; : had to leave behind the doomed 
>? militiamen, who were wounded 
: * and unable to walk. 
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»~ The River Raisin battles and 
* massacre were some of the dead- 
: liest clashes of the War of 1812: 
: * of the nearly 1,000 Americans 
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who fought in these fierce bat- 
tles, only 33 escaped death or 
captivity. 

The War of 1812 began over 
disputes with the British on ship- 
ping and maritime rights and 
ended without changes to U.S. 
territory, so it is easy to underes- 
timate its significance. Yet this 
war established once and for all 
that America was an independent 
nation capable of defending 
itself. It secured our borders, 
enhanced our international repu- 
tation, and boosted our young 
nation’s morale. 

The Battle of the River Raisin 
and the massacre that followed 
hold a distinct place in our histo- 
ry, and deserve to be recognized 
as such. As early as [925, the 
River Raisin battlefield was 
identified by Congress as one of 
only seven War of 1812 battle- 
field sites deemed “sufficiently 
important to warrant commemo- 
ration by the acquisition of some 
land.” In 1982, the site was 
placed on the National Register 
of Historic Places. It is still, 
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however, not preserved as it 
should be: as part of our 
National Park System. 
Congressman John Dingell 
has introduced a bill in the 
House of Representatives that 
would begin the process of 
including the battlefield site 
within the National Park System 
by authorizing the Secretary of 
the Interior to determine the suit- 
ability and feasibility of such a 
step. On Aug. 8, I introduced an 
identical bill in the Senate, along 
with Senator Debbie Stabenow 
and Senator Jim Bunning of 
Kentucky. (Most of the men 
who fought and died at River 
Raisin were from Kentucky, The 
battle and massacre had such a 


profound impact on Kentucky 


that nine of its counties are 
named in honor of officers who 
died there). 

I am confident that the study 
would conclude that the battle- 
field site deserves to be part of 
our park system. 

The local community has ral- 
lied in support of preserving this 
site in the National Park System. 
The City of Monroe acquired the 
site in June, and is working 
closely with a variety of partners 
to ensure that it is adequately 
preserved in the meantime. 
Monroe and the Monroe County 
Historical Society have each 
contributed $35,000 toward the 
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preparation of a Master Plan for 
the site. 

Additionally, the state of 
Michigan is investing $1 million 
to raze an abandoned paper miil 
building there that has long been 
an eyesore. Finally, the River 
Raisin Battlefield National 
Foundation, a non-profit organi- 
zation, has taken responsibility 
for the site’s long-term mainte- 
nance. 

These community efforts 
demonstrate public support for 
the project, which is critical for 
achieving National Park status, 
That status will help ensure that 
the site is properly cared for, that 
it is available to the public as 
well as historians and archeolo- 
gists, and that it is recognized for 
its important role in our history. 

Out of the nationwide total of 
399 National Parks, there are 31 
sites that memorialize Civil War 
battles and 17 sites that recog- 
nize battles of the Revolutionary 
War. Yet there are just four sites 
that commemorate the War of 
1812. With the 200th anniver- 
sary of that war fast approach- 
ing, now is the time to include 
these battlefield sites in our 
National Park System so that all 
Americans will “Remember the 
Raisin.”

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Thirty years later, 
PBB exhibit for view 


To the editor: 

During the summer of 1978, 
the PBB poisoning tragedy 
which affected all of Michigan 
came to a conclusion in Elmer 
Township, Oscoda County. It 
ended with the construction of a 
gigantic pit prepared, according 
to court order, to receive PBB 
contaminated cows. 

The state’s callous disregard 
for local public opinion as to the 
method of disposal insisting on 
burial rather than incineration, 
resulted in a great popular outcry 
and disturbance that was heard 
around the world. 

In retrospect, nearly 30 years 
later, the PBB Protest might be 
considered a very costly exercise 
in Bureaucracy versus the 
People. There were no clear 
winners, but bureaucracy was 
stopped in its tracks by a handful 
of trate and concerned citizens 
who valued protecting the envi- 
ronment over their immediate 
safety and livelihood. 

1978 is the year those individ- 
uals remember spending all sum- 
mer on the PBB picket line along 
M33 and Mt. Tom Roads 


between Fairview and Mio. It 
was a desperate effort to keep 
Oscoda County clean and free 
from hazardous wastes. That 
effort was not in vatn. The cir- 
cuit court found that incineration 
of the cattle was a feasible and 
prudent alternative to burial, 
although one pit with a 20 foot 
clay liner was already under con- 
struction and was used for that 
purpose. 
On Sept. 17, a retrospective 
photo exhibition will be shown 
at the Michigan Magazine 
Museum, Sunday, [0 a.m. to 5 
p.m. The photographs were 
taken by the late Jim Davisson 
who in 1978 was editor and pub- 
lisher of the Oscoda County 
News.

On Saturday evening, Sep. 16 
from 7 p.m. to 9 p.m., visitors to 
Hartwick Pines State Park will 
have the opportunity to journey 


back to the year 1896 and meet 


some of the members of the 
Salling, Hanson and Company’s 
Section 9 Camp as they prepare 
for the upcoming winter logging 
season, Costumed interpreters 
will portray several members of 
the camp including Karen 
“Bessie Michelson (the future 
Karen Hartwick), a local board- 
ing house owner, the landlooker, 
the camp clerk, the cook, a team- 
ster, and some of the shantyboys 
—the men who did the cutting of 
the trees. From these men and 
women you will learn ail about 
the life in a camp, the variety of 
work that was done in logging in 
the Grayling area and the rest of 
Michigan and some of the dan- 
gers of the job. 

The Logging Museum will be 
transformed into the Section 9 
Camp, which was located in 
what is now Hartwick Pines for 
the night. The park visitors will 
take on the roll of new employ- 
ees of the Salling, Hanson and 
Company and will journey from 
the Grayling Train Depot (The 
Visitor Center) to the logging 
camp. The lantern lit one quarter 


of a mile walk between the visi- 
tor center and the logging musc- 
um will become the cight-mile 
journey to the camp, While at

“You can talk freely about 
your illness, where sometimes 
when your around family, you 
can’t spill it all,” said Schans, 
who has been treated for lung 
cancer. “The idea is to be able to 
try new things and do new 
things.” 

Kamprath, who was treated 
for breast cancer, said she was 
reluctant to attend the retreat, 
but was encouraged to go by her 
husband, Paul. 

Kamprath quickly lost her 
uneasiness by sharing her expe- 
riences with other women while 
learning her new hobby, 

“Being a woman and losing 
your hair - it takes a lot out of 
you,” said Kamprath, who 
stopped taking chemotherapy 
medication in June. “Hearing 
from women that have went 
through the same experiences 
was really great and you know 
you are not the only one dealing 
with the problem.” 

Kamprath has been practicing 
casting with her husband’s fly 
rod, as well as a fly rod given to 
her by a neighbor in anticipation 
of purchasing her own fly fish- 
ing gear. 

“It's something that we look 
forward to doing together,” she 
said,
